Tot, though his vjritin^s are brilliant, llr* Anthony is not a brilliant writer* 
His locks aro all solidly done, with a craf train ship that is genius, yet hides it- 
self so well that only those who lock for seme deeper meaning find it. Like Gordon 
Dickson, one wakes up one morning to realise this is a writer of talent. 

ISluVC ^SJHCvr It seems a little ridiculous writing thirty lines on Ike when at least 
one book has been published on his writings, Let it suffice it to say that if you 
avoid books like THE fciLI uSIMO ; and foVE YOU SEEN THESE?, you won't find bad wri- 
ting by him in book form* 

^simov has the major defect of writing all his characters as if they were cne 
of two types: the Sympathetic Villain and the Befuddled H ro. Usually the Befuddled 
Hero is some sort of technologist or scientist* 

But ;*simov has solid story- tolling ability and occasionally brilliant ideas. 
For instance, Theodore Sturgeon had been trying to volte a stoiy of a tri sexual 
intelligent race for twenty years, without much success. In 1972 "Simov wrote his 
first original novel in more than a decade and a half, and beat Sturgeon at his own 
speciality with THE OCDS THEMSELVES , picking up a llebula award and, I believe, a 

HU to the number of books Asimov has written, it's around 160, I believe, but 
the way he chums them out it may be as high as 17$. usimov, in case you didn't 
know, is the most successful popular izer of academic works alive. I have about hi 
of his books. Recommended for sf is the above-mentioned novel I, Ji0B0T,a collect- 
ion of short stories that broke the Frankenstein-complex of arti.'ical intelligence 
in literature; E-JvTH IS RCOlil ENOUGH , a grab-bag collection of his works in the 
raid-fifties is recommended, as is THE EMD OF ETS^ITY, a fine time-travel novel 
that has managed to escape many of Asimov's flaws while maintaining all 
the merits. These are not the only works by Asimov yu should read; they 
will merely give you an idea of his work*

I think it's safe to say we ((Nick is speaking of the bunch from Metropolitan New 
York who write for the area's sines)) are all producing at near or above our^peak 
levels and that it is therefore impossible for everyone to keep up his contribut- 
ions to extant zines and still get active with new zines • TShat, if there is one, 
is the solution? ((I'm not sure there is a satisfactory solution. I agree the peo- 
ple in the group are producing at their peak level, and that is the problem! after 
the peak comes the decline. Already Gil Neiger's POUCH is decreasing its regular- 
ity. Twice this year Gil has put off production three weeks, and the other issues 
don't come out for from three to seven days after the deadlines. 

((The problem is that the size of the writing group is not increasing- indeed, 
it may be decreasing. The telephone-Diplomacy group that started THE POUCH is 
breaking up, and many of those left are starting sines . Duncan Smith writes he will 
shortly be starting BUNNY TABBIT, and Gilinsky and Costikyan have filled up their 
game and are ready to begin production of LILL1TUT. A fresh influx of new talent, 
ike the Dewey High School group producing .EGKHEHT may provide new writers, but 
eventually the more fecund writers in that group will stert their own ^-J* 
general, to must all be prepared to fill our zines with our own wri^ng, with an 
occasional article from somewhere else. _

URES Ojj LIGHT AND DARKNESS did to Egyptian ethology what LORD OF LIGHT, but the 
characters lacked the humanity of LOL. JACK OF SHADOW, wiilc it had its good points 
fell apart after ninety pages. TODAY 1VE CHOOSE FACES was horrendous. After finish- 
ing it I Kid not the slightest idea of what had happened,, -and less desire to find 
out by rereading it. 

But, still pursuing lost glory (his earlier works are so good, it hurt me to 
read the- junk Zelasny turned out in 1970-72), I continued to buy and read his books. 
Soon after finishing TODAY WE CHOOSE FACES I picked up a number called NINE PRINCES 
IN AMBERo I put it away for a few months then read it. It struck me as a competent 
story, but nothing terribly exciting. Three months later I was ordering books from 
a firm on Statcn Island that gives a 20j> discount on orders over 025. I knew I 
would buy it sooner or later and I needed to buy a hardcover to fill out the order, 
so I bought a copy of Zelazny's THE GUNS OF AVALON, That did it. Zelazny has boun- 
ced back; the talent he exhibited in the sixties is not gone. With the appoaronce 
of the third story in the series, THE SIGN OF THE UNICORN a month ago, I'm almost 
too pleased for words. 

All three books are about Gorwin of Amber. Amber is the only real world. All 
others, including our Earth, are shadows of it, distorted shadows. For three books 
now, Gorwin and his siblings have been traipsing about in & cosmos of Celtic-type 
mythology. It's sword-and-sorcery, but with class. R.E. Howard's Conan goes into 
a wizard* s chamber, sees him torturing a beautiful, naked girl, says "Duhi , _ 
thinks for a few minutes to figure out what's going on, then clonks the evil wiz- 
ard on the skull: he doesn't mean to kill him, on^r put him out of action for an 
hour or so, but the boob doesn't know his own strength. *s a matter of lac t, he 
doesn't know much of anything. That's what most sword-and-sorcery heros are lake. 
(I'll expect you and Elliot to beat me up, Al) . . 

But ?he AMBER series are intelligent, and so are the characters. There's in- 
trigues I There- s sibling rivalry J There- s assassination I The books are great.

"A Rating Survey" -was initiated in 197h at the behest of John Beshara, Chairman of 
the Board of HA* It is based upon an idea first put forth by Richard Miller in 
his article "Fallacies of Ratings a n d Polls," published in Wazjr No. U- Richard 
Miller's idea was later modified by Brenton Ver Ploeg for his Averaged Calhamer 
Point Count Rating. 

The number listed under "Points" is the Calhamer point count where only wins and 
draws are tabulated: Winners receive 1 point; in a draw the point is divided 
a^ong the surviving players. The "Averaged Score" is computed by dividing the 
number of "Points" by the number of "Games Rated", multiplying by 1000, omitting 
decimals. Winning 1 of 7 games is average with an "Averaged Score" of lU3. To 
insure a meaningful statistical sample, a minimum of seven "Games Rated" is re- 
quired. 

The Survey was originally calculated from indirect sources. Recently, an entirely 
new data base was compiled where each Boardman Number assigned is listed 
sequentially. If the game is rated, the names of all players to be included in 
"Games Rated" is listed, with an asterisk placed next to the name of a player 
earning "Points," For unrated games, a notation indicates the reason, for ex-

lor each player -with a minimum of one "Point, 11 The individual cards list the Board- 
man dumber of the players ' rated games, the countries played and the final finish 
(.won, lost, 2 to 6-*way draw). 

THE DIPLOMACY ASSXIA TICK'S basic policy is to rate all games except in extreme 
cases. These latter include all games with less than seven players, games vdth 
inter-face play, team games and those with gross rule irregularities. Final de- 
cisions on the admissibility of games are made by the International Ratings Com- 
mission of TDA, whose members are Eric Verheiden (Commission Chairman and 'TDA Di- 
rector), Richard Fdller (IDA Director) and Robert Upton (publisher of THE MIXUMAXU 
GAZETTE) « As a result of IDA's liberal policy towards rating games, many players 
may find their Survey score higher than on other rating lists'' with arbitrary and 
often subjective criteria for derating games. 

Questions cn individual games should be referred to a member of the International 
Rating Commission, Questions on a player*s Survey score should be referred to John 
Boshara — kindly include a list of games completed and final results, as inevit- 
ably errors may be present in the compiled data.
